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FOREWORD 


THE  Institute  of  International  Education  published  last  year 
a  Guide  Book  for  Foreign  Students  in  the  United  States.  It 
was  greeted  with  real  enthusiasm  in  foreign  countries  as  the  publi¬ 
cation  most  suited  to  realize  the  purpose  in  view.  This  was  due,  no 
doubt,  to  the  fact  that  the  Institute  officials  tried  to  discover  from 
foreign  students  studying  in  the  United  States  what  they  would 
like  to  have  known  before  arranging  to  come  to  an  American  college 
or  university.  The  Guide  Book  was  based  on  the  practical  sugges¬ 
tions  received  in  that  way.  Among  the  most  valuable  of  these  sug¬ 
gestions  was  one  to  the  effect  that  few  things  could  be  of  greater 
service  to  the  foreign  student  intending  to  study  in  an  American 
institution  than  a  good  annotated  bibliography  of  the  United  States 
from  which  he  could  select  books  to  read  that  would  best  prepare 
him  for  his  advent  here. 

This  booklet  is  an  attempt  to  realize  that  aim.  It  is  not  an  ex¬ 
haustive  bibliography  but  is  made  up  of  those  books  calculated  to 
give  the  foreigner  an  accurate  view  of  the  history,  government, 
literature,  education,  resources  and  social  conditions  of  our  country. 
Some  of  the  best  authorities  in  the  United  States  have  collaborated 
in  its  production.  Professor  David  S.  Muzzey  prepared  the  bibli¬ 
ography  in  history;  Mr.  A.  W.  MacMahon  in  government;  Professor 
Charles  C.  Colby  in  geography;  Professor  Samuel  McCune  Lindsay 
in  population  and  social  conditions ;  Professor  Roy  F.  Dibble  in  lit¬ 
erature;  and  Professor  I.  L.  Kandel  in  education. 

The  Institute  officials  publish  this  little  volume  in  the  hope  that 
it  will  meet  the  real  need  expressed  by  so  many  foreign  students 
and  that  it  will  enable  many  others  in  foreign  lands  to  become  better 
acquainted  with  our  own  country.
